One of the professors, Moses I. 
Finley of the Newark College of 
Arts and Sciences, says he is “look­ 
ing for another job.” The other. 
Simon W. Heimlich of the College 
of Pharm acy in Newark, could not 
be reached for com m ent. 
The “ answer-or-be-fired” ultima 
tutti was m ade by the university's 
board of trustees early in D ecem ­ 
ber. The professors had until m id­ 
night, Dec. 31, to answer. No word 
was received from either of them, 
university spokesmen said. 
Heimlich and Finley had Indi­ 
cated they wouldn't answer the 
ultimatum. 
They

dropped 
from the Rutgers payroll at the 
answering deadline, a university 
spokesman said. 
“Wouldn’t Talk” 
T h. two professors refused to tell 
a U. S. Senate Internal Security 
Subcommittee whether they ever 
had been m em bers of the Com­ 
munist party. 
Finley, whose home is in Engle­ 
wood, denied being a Communist 
when he appeared before the sub­ 
com m ittee. But he refused to say 
whether he had ever ben a Com­ 
munist.

U nless the rules are changed— 
to prevent filibusters by the South­ 
ern D em ocrats—it’s alm ost certain 
no civil rights laws can be passed 
by C ongress during the Eisenhow er 


adm inistration. 
A lthough H ouse and Senate con­ 
duct their business under rules ap­ 
proved by the m em b ers of both 
houses, the rules of the two are 
not the sam e. T here a re 435 House 
m em b ers but only 96 senators. 
All 
435 
H ouse 
m em b ers 
are 
elected (or re-elected) every two 
years and for te rm s of two y ears 
only. So it’s really a brand new. 
freshly-elected 
House 
which 
be­ 
gins business every two years, just 
like this one. 
Different In Senate 
B ecause of this, 
the House is 
not. in a stric t sense, considered 
a continuing body. So every two 
years, at the sta rt of business, it 
has to adopt rules under w hich 
it will do business. 
And, as reg u larly as a clock, 
each new House adopts the rules 
of the preceding House. The point 


I its: Each new House actually adopts 
its own ’rules even though they 
a re exactly the sam e rules the 
old H ouse had. 
I t’s different in the Senate w hich 
considers itself a continuing body 
because the 96 m em b ers serve six- 
y ear term s. And the te rm s o ver­ 
lap. E very two y ea rs only one- 
third of the senators. 32. have to 
face the voters. The re st still have 
unexpired term s. 
So, 
since 
they

them selves a new body every two 
years, the senators have trea ted 
their rules as p erm anent.
